The  principal  industries  of  tho  area  comprise  tho 
manufacture  of  carpets,  ceramic  insulators,  sheet  steel,  chains  for 
many  purposes,  wire,  cable  fans,  forges,  furnaces,  timber  production, 
electric  transformers,  a  tannery  and  a  vinegar  works. 


In  addition  there  aro:- 

(a)  Three  large  Oil  Companies  engaged  in  tho  storage  and  distribution 
of  petrol  and  oil, 

(b)  One  company  engaged  in  the  bulk  storage  and  distribution  of 
imported  timber. 


All  tho  timber  and  tho  majority  of  the  petrol  and  oil 
arrives  by  boat  from  Avonmouth,  Stourport-on-Severn  being  the  head  of 
the  portion  of  the  River  Severn  which  is  navigable  by  commercial 
traffic.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICE  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Services. 

Producer  samples  of  milk  and  water  are  examined  by  the  County 
Laboratory ,  Worcester,  together  with  food  for  chemical  analysis.  The 
major  part  of  the  bacteriological  and  pathological  work  is  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary, 

Ambulance  Service, 


This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  as  Local 
Health  Authority,  and  based  in  Kidderminster.  An  ambulance  for 
infectious  cases  is  stationed  at  Hayley  Green  Isolation  Hospital  (under 
the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  B0ard) . 


All  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Birmingham  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  through  their  Management  Committee.  The  Kidderminster 
G-eneral  H0spital  recoivos  the  majority  of  hospital  patients  from  this 
district.  The  Lucy  Baldwin  Maternity  Hospital  provides  the  district 
and  surrounding  area  with  maternity  bods.

Infectious  Diseases. 

Beds  for  infectious  diseases  are  provided  at  Hayley  Green 
Isolation  Hospital,  Halesowen.  Two  casos  from  Stourport-on~Sovern 
Urban  District  were  admitted  during  the  year,  ono  of  Meningitis  and 
ono  of  Scarlet  Fever,

Tho  majority  of  dwellings  in  tho  aroa  aro  supplied  with  water 
from  tho  Council’s  mains.  The  source  of  supply  is  doop  bore  belonging 
to  Bowdloy  Corporation,  tho  storage  rosovoirs  aro  situated  at  Mount 
Pleasant. 


Samples  taken  regularly  from  tho  general  mains  for  chemical 
analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  have  proved  to  be  satisfactory, 

Tho  booster  pump  installed  to  improve  tho  supplies  to  Wilden 
Top  came  into  operation  on  tho  30th  June,  1958,  This  appears  to  have 
rectified  the  trouble  and  supplies  are  now  adequate. 

Difficulties  of  supply  in  the  Are  ley  Kings  aroa  have  been 
increasing  steadily,  and  became  serious  during  this  year, 

Tho  Council  decided  to  take  expert  advice,  and  will  consider 
what  action  to  take  to  increase  the  amount  of  water  available  at  peak 
dooapd  periods  when  tho  roport  io  roceived. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

Disposal  of  sewage  at  the  Oldington  Disposal  Works  used  jointly 
with  the  Boroughs  of  Kidderminster  and  Bewdley  has  continued 
satisfactorily.

This  site  is  occupied  by  approximately  150  holiday 
caravans,  bungalows  and  similar  structures  and  during 
the  August  holidays  a  large  number  of  tents  occupy  tho 
recreation  area  of  the  field.

In  addition  to  tho  above  samples,  237  samples  of  milk  were 
takon  at  a  dairy  in  Bowdloy,  from  which  dairy  a  large  amount  of  milk 
is  retailed  in  Stourport-on-Sevorn,  53  of  these  samples  wore  low  in 
fat  but  again  in  most  instances  tho  composite  fat  content  of  tho  whole 
consignment  was  satisfactory.  Producers  were  notified  of  deficiencies, 
48  samples  ware  law  in  solids  not  fat  but  had  genuine  freozing  points.

It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  Consulting  Engineer  will  be  able  to  suggest  a  suitable  method  of 
adjusting  supplies  to  the  Areley  Kings  Area. 

The  serious  problem  remaining  for  the  Council  is  the 
drainage  of  the  Lower  Heath  Area  and  it  would  appear  that  nothing 
short  of  a  full  scheme  including  a  new  pumping  station  will  suffice. 
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I  should  like  to  thank  tho  Chairman,  all  Members  of  the 
Council  and  the  Councils  Staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during 
the  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1958. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Stourport- on- Severn  Urban  District  Council, 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  the  year  1958,  Until  September  1958  the 
post  was  held  by  Mr.H.Maddook  who  left  to  take  up  an  appointment 
with  another  local  authority  and  I  commenced  my  duties  on  the  1st 
October,  1958,  The  matters  detailed  in  these  pages,  therefore, 
relate  mainly  to  work  dealt  with  by  my  predecessor  and  ray 
personal  contribution  included  only  the  last  throe  months  of  the 
year. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection. 

The  maintenance  of  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  throughout 
the  year  has  been  achieved  without  any  major  difficulties  although 
the  usual  problems  occurred  at  the  holiday  times  and  also  during  the 
worst  of  the  winter  months  when  the  sickness  rate  was,  on  occasions, 
rather  high.  During  the  severest  weather  matters  we  re  alleviated 
by  the  temporary  employment  on  refuse  collection  of  some  of  the  road 
sweopors,  the  latter  being  unable  to  operate  duo  to  the  frozen  conditions 
of  the  roads,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Surveyor  for  his  co-operation 
in  this  matter. 

Collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  Shelvoko  and  Drewry 
vehicles  and  the  small  side  loader  was  replaced  in  April  1958  by  a 
new  Pore  and  Aft  Tipper  similar  to  the  one  purchased  in  1952,  These 
two  vehicles  deal  with  most  of  the  refuse  collection,  the  exceptions 
being  the  few  bins  remaining  at  the  B^rlish  Camp,  the  Lower  Heath 
Caravan  area  and  a  few  other  scattered  properties  in  the  outlying 
areas  which  are  servod  by  the  Karrier  Bantam  low  loader. 

Responsibility  for  the  provision  of  dustbins  in  rented 
properties  continued  to  result  in  disputes  between  owners  and  occupiers 
and  on  two  occasions  during  the  year  appeals  to  the  local  Magistrates* 
Court  woro  made  by  owners  against  notices  served  by  this  Authority, 

In  both  instances  the  Magistrates  ruled  that  tho  notices  wore  properly 
served  on  the  owners  and  no  further  appeal  was  made  to  higher  court. 

This  difficult  question  as  to  who  should  replace  the  defective  dustbin 
is  one  which  often  results  in  considerable  hard  feelings  on  both  sides, 
particularly  in  the  low  rented,  controlled  properties,  and  it  would 
appoar  that  the  only  real  solution  lies  in  the  provision  and  maintenance 
of  all  dustbins  by  the  local  authority  in  the  manner  suggested  by  my 
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predecessor  in  his  1957  Report, 

Trade  Refuse, 

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  remain 
as  in  the  past  in  that  all  premises  are  entitled  to  have  one  bin  emptied 
wcokly  free  of  charge  and  all  other  bins  are  charged  at  the  rate  of 
20s /-  por  half  year  por  bin  for  a  weekly  collection, 

Facilities  for  the  disposal  of  trade  refuse,  by  the  persons* 
own  transport  continue  to  be  provided  at  the  Council*  s  refuso  tip  and 
a  tipping  charge  of  2s/6d,  per  load  or  part  load  is  made. 

Refuse  Disposal, 

Refuso  disposal  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
conveniently  situated  Bonemill  Sand  Quarry  which  is,  in  my  opinion, 
ono  of  the  best  sites  one  could  over  hope  to  obtain  for  this  purposo, 
it  is  reached  from  the  main  Kidderminster  Road  by  a  good  cinder  access 
rood,  has  ample  supplios  of  covering  materials  available,  is  woll 
removed  from  all  habitation  and  is  adequately  screened  from  the  main 
road. 


T^e  site  of  present  operations  is  adjoining  tho  canal  at 
the  part  furthermost  from  the  road  and  the  banks  of  earth  loft  from 
tho  quarrying  operations,  togother  with  natural  undulations,  provide 
ideal  screening  and  also  ho  Ip  to  provont  the  dispersal,  by  high  winds, 
of  paper  from  tho  tip  faco.  Covering  of  the  tip  is  done  with  ashes 
obtained  from  the  Power  Station,  which  providos  a  good  surface  for  the 
vehicles  to  run  on,  and  the  tip  faco  is  covered  either  with  oarth 
obtained  on  the  site  or  by  means  of  soil  or  other  suitable  material 
brought  in  by  contractors  for  disposal.  Tip  fires  are  an  ever 
present  hazard  with  this  method  of  rofuso  disposal  and  it  is  tho 
policy  to  onsuro  that  all  surfaces  of  tho  tip  aro  completely  soalod 
at  the  end  of  each  working  week  as  the  danger  of  fires  boing  startod 
by  trespassers  is  particularly  prevalent  at  the  weekends,  Tho  ono 
serious  tip  fire  which  occurred  during  the  year  required  throe  visits 
from  the  Fire  Brigade  and  tho  cutting  of  deop  tronches  by  a  bulldozer 
to  get  at  the  seat  of  the  trouble,  before  it  was  finally  oxtonguishod. 

During  tho  summer  months  fly  nuisanco  occurring  in  the  part 
of  tho  town  nearost  to  the  refuso  tip  caused  suspicion  to  bo  diroctod 
towards  our  disposal  sito  but  no  ovidenco  of  any  breeding  w  s  found  and 
regular  treatment  of  the  tip  faco  with  a  pressure  typo  insecticidal 
powder  blower  was  maintained  throughout  the  fly  brooding  soason. 
Subsequent  enquiries  indicated  tho  probable  sourco  of  the  troublo  to 
bo  certain  privato  properties  where  livostook  was  being  kopt  and  tho 
appropriate  action  was  takon  to  alloviate  tho  nuisanco. 
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SALVAGE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


Wasto  Paper. 

Arrangements  for  tho  collection  of  waste  papor  romainod  as 
prcvio-Eslyj  tho  separate  collection  from  shops  and  other  trade  promises 
by  tho  Karrior  Bantam  and  domestic  salvage  being  takon  by  the  rofuso 
collectors  when  the  dustbins  are  emptied.  It  will  bo  seen  that  tho 
total  quantity  of  wasto  paper  colloctod  during  1958  shows  an  incroaso 
of  24  tons  over  that  for  1957  (wasto  paper  and  container  wasto)  although 
duo  to  tho  downward  trond  of  pricos  tho  total  income  doos  not  show  a 
corresponding  incroaso.  For  tho  groator  port  of  1957  wo  rocoivod 
£7#5s.Od,  per  ton  for  balod  wasto  papor  and  £8,0s,0d.  por  ton  for 
soparatod  container  wasto,  whereas  in  1958  tho  prico  dropped  in  May  to 
£6,10s.0d. ,  which  was  further  roducod  in  DQcombor  to  £6,0s,0d.  por  ton, 
and  tho  practice  of  paying  a  highor  rato  for  tho  container  wasto  was 
discontinued. 

Scrap  Metal, 

Tho  demand  for  tins,  which  produced  a  useful  inccmo  in  1957* 
disappeared  almost  completely  and  tho  prico  droppod  frem  £5.0s,0d.  por 
ton  down  to  a  fow  shillings,  until  finally  this  typo  of  salvage  bocamo 
completely  unsaloablo.  It  bocamo  extromoly  difficult  to  dispose  of 
light  scrap  at  any  prico  and  tho  valuo  of  cast  iron  scrap  was  also 
roducod.

Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets  and  Cosspools, 

There  aro  approximately  115  pail  closots  in  tho  Urban  District 
which  aro  omptiod  wookly,  and  tho  greater  portion  of  theso  a 270  in  tho 
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Lowor  Heath  area,  Tho  question  of  provision  of  sowers  in  this  aroa  is 
at  prosont  undor  consideration  by  tho  Council  and  tho  advico  of  a 
Consulting  Engineer  is  to  bo  obtainod,  The  layout  and  levols  of  tho 
ground,  however,  aro  of  such  a  nature  in  relation  to  tho  existing  soworago 
system,  that  any  schomo  is  likely  to  be  an  expensive  proposition. 

Cesspools  at  domestic  promises  are  omptiod  froo  of  chargo  on 
roquost  and  in  tho  caso  of  trade  premisos  tho  chargo  is  £1  per  hour  for 
tho  vohicle  and  labour.  The  vehicle  used  is  a  Dennis  800  gallon 
Cosspool/G-ulloy  Emptier, 

Requests  for  tho  omptying  of  cosspools  in  tho  areas  of 
neighbouring  local  authorities  aro  occasionally  rocoived  and  whorover 
possiblo  this  is  dono  and  tho  chargo  levied  on  tho  hourly  basis  to  tho 
Authority  concerned.

RODENT  CONTROL, 

Regular  surveys  of  all  types  of  properties  v/ere  made  during 
tho  year  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  and  full  treatments  were 
carried  out  in  the  case  of  all  infestations  discovered.  Private 
dwellinghouses  are  treated  free  of  chargo  whilst  in  the  case  of  trade 
premises  a  charge  is  made  based  on  time  and  materials,  or  under  annual 
contract.  There  v/ere  three  such  contracts  undertaken  during  the  year 
amounting  to  an  annual  sum  of  £60. 

Test  baiting  of  the  sov/ers  was  carried  out  during  the  months 
of  October  and  November  revealing  some  minor  infestations  in  the  town 
which  wore  treated  and  cleared  up.  In  tho  Burlish  Camp  area,  however, 
the  problems  Y/crc  more  acute  due  to  tho  general  condition  of  the  sewers, 
many  sections  of  Y/hich  are  now  out  of  1036,  Demolition  operations 
have  resulted  in  damage  to  many  of  the  inspection  covers  and  rats  have 
been  able  to  gain  easy  access.  Tho  end  of  the  use  of  this  aroa  for 
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temporary  housing  is  now  in  sight  and  oaro  must  bo  taken  to  ensure  that 
the  disused  drainage  and  sewerage  systems  are  finally  demolished,  sealed 
or  removed  or  considerable  future  nuisance  coul3  be  tho  result* 

The  Council* s  Refuse  Tip  and  the  Sewage  Pumping  Stations 
continued  to  receive  regular  attention  as  these  places  are  always 
particularly  attraotivo  to  rodents.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  unsatisfactory  woathcr  conditions  prevailing  during  tho 
recent  Summer  did,  without  doubt,  have  an  effect  on  tho  number  of 
people  using  the  riverside  amenities  but  on  fine  days,  particularly  at 
the  weekends,  the  usual  congestion  was  seen  to  occur  at  tho  Bridge  Street 
Conveniences.  The  largo  block  of  conveniences  in  the  Severn  Meadows, 
which  have  now  been  in  use  for  throo  summer  seasons,  are  still  not  being 
used  to  anything  like  capacity  and  I  feel  that  they  are  not  easily 
enough  seen  by  the  general  public.  Tho  provision  of  direction  signs 
on  the  river  bank  and  the  fixing  of  a  prominent  sign  on  tho  building 
itself  would,  I  feel,  help  considerably  in  this  respect. 

Vandalism,  particularly  at  the  Bridge  Street  Conveniences,  still 
continued  to  rosult  in  considerable  damage  to  fixtures  and  fittings,  and 
defacement  of  the  intomal  surfaces  of  the  F.C,  compartments  was  also 
prevalent,  TThon  attempts  are  made  to  force  the  locks  in  order  to  reach 
the  cash  contained  therein  the  motives  have  at  least  a  basi3  of  reason 
but  in  many  of  the  senseless  acts  which  are  committed  the  prompting 
factors  are  completely  beyond  comprehension. 

Tho  Lion  Hill  Public  Conveniences  are  to  bo  completely  renovated 
and  redecorated  during  1959  and  tho  neoossary  sum  is  to  bo  included  in 
the  estimates  for  this  purpose. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  of  195&  became  fully  operative  in  1958  and 
regulations  relating  to  tho  emission  of  dark  smoko  also  camo  into 
force.  No  serious  complaints  were  roceived  during  tho  year  with  tho 
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exception  of  ono  concoming  a  local  factory  whore  a  complete  breakdown 
of  the  induced  draught  system  hod  occurred.  This  was  quickly  put  right 
and  no  further  nuisance  was  reported. 

No  grit  deposit  gauges  were  maintained  as  in  previous  years 
but  it  is  the  intention  to  resume  collection  of  this  data  in  the  coming 
year. 


TftQ  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  Power  Station  is, 
of  course,  the  largest  single  fuol  consuming  plant  in  the  area  and  it 
is  interesting  to  record  that  this  consumes  approximately  half  a  million 
tons  of  coal  per  annum.  The  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act  in  respect  of  this  establishment  does  not  now  rest  v/ith  this  local 
Authority  but  is  the  direct  responsibility  of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate 
of  the  Ministry  of  H0using  and  Local  Government, 


HOUSING. 


Inspection  of  house  property  and  the  securing  of  necessary  repairs 
and  improvements  again  foraed  an  important  port  of  the  work  of  the 
Department  but  in  most  instances  it  was  found  possible  to  achieve  the 
desired  result  without  the  need  for  statutory  action.  Procedure  under 
the  Rent  Act  1957,  whereby  tenants  served  with  notices  of  rent  increase 
can  make  application  for  certificates  of  disrepair,  was  not  used  to  any 
great  extent  and  it  does  seem  that  the  rather  complicated  procedure 
involved  is  the  deterring  factor.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ADMINI STRATI  ON , 

1,  Food  Hygiono, 

Visits  to  food  premises  in  the  Urban  District  were  made 
whenever  opportunity  permitted  but  again  it  was  not  found  possible  to 
carry  out  a  regular  systematic  inspection  of  all  such  establishments. 
Informal  notices  were  served  in  five  instances,  the  response  in  each 
case  being  prompt  and  satisfactory. 

In  the  case  of  a  factory  canteen,  considerable  trouble  was 
being  experienced  with  an  infestation  of  "steam  flies"  which  wore  well 
established  and  had  apparently  defied  all  efforts  to  seriously  dislodge 
them  over  a  number  of  years,  I  was  able  to  secure  the  loan  of  an 
electrically  driven  insecticidal  mist  generator  and  after  two  applications 
by  this  means  the  pests  appeared  to  have  been  completely  eradicated. 
Similar  results  were  also  obtained  at  a  bakery  premises  and  it  is  now 
the  intention  to  purchase  one  of  these  machines  for  the  use  of  the 
Department , 

2,  Moat  Inspection, 

There  are  two  small  licensod  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
one  in  Lombard  Street  dealing  only  with  pigs,  sheep  and  calves  and  the 
other  in  Manor  Road  where  cattle  are  also  slaughtered.  The  moat 
produced,  which  is  of  a  high  quality,  represents  only  a  small  proportion 
of  the  total  sold,  the  greater  amount  being  brought  in  from  other  areas* 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations 
1958  and  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  1958  were  approved 
by  Parliament  in  December  1958,  the  same  to  be  operative  from  the  1st 
January,  1959,  The  regulations  are  immediately  applicable  in  full  so 
far  as  now  slaughterhouses  are  concerned,  but  in  the  case  of  existing 
slaughterhouses  certain  parts  of  the  regulations,  relating  to  structural 
matters  and  the  provision  of  stunning  pons,  will  be  operative  on  dates 
to  bo  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,

5.  Ice  Cream. 

There  are  only  two  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  at  present 
operating  in  the  Urban  District  and  both  are  making  the  complete  cold 
mix,  although  one  has  equipment  suitable  for  the  hot  mix  in  accordance 
with  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947*  There  are 
in  addition  forty-seven  premises  registered  for  retail  sale  and  storage 
only. 


Three  samples  of  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  district

There  are  three  privately  owned  caravan  sites  in  the 
district  and  one  site  owned  and  administered  by  the  Local  Authority, 

On  the  throe  private  sites  the  total  number  of  caravans  for  which 
permission  is  granted  is  192  and  on  one  of  these  sites  it  has  been 
the  oust  on  during  the  month  of  August  to  permit  the  pitching  of  tents 
in  the  area  not  occupied  by  the  vans. 

There  is  a  good  supply  of  piped  water  to  all  sites  and  two 
have  water  borne  sanitation,  whilst  the  other  is  provided  with  chemical 
sanitation.  Renewal  of  planning  consent  and  site  licence  was  granted 
during  the  year  in  respect  of  one  site  and  additional  conditions  were 
imposed  requiring  the  provision  of  proper  arrangements  for  tho  disposal 
of  sullage  water  and  the  contents  of  chemical  closets. 

The  Council* s  Caravan  and  Camping  site  at  the  Ualshes  Farm 
was  originally  provided  with  chemical  sanitation  only  but  it  was  found 
possible  during  the  year  to  convert  approximately  half  of  the  accommodation 
to  water  closets  and  it  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  complete  tho  other  half 
during  the  coming  year.  The  provision  of  a  proper  ring  road  round  tho 
site  is  also  included  amongst  the  improvements  which  it  is  hoped  to 
carry  out  during  1939.
